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THE  VALUE  OF  AGRICULTURE  TO  NEW  ENGLAND 


In  the  "good  old  days",  from  1620  to  about  I960,  most  people  living  in  New  England  had  some 
understanding  of  agriculture  and  its  value  to  them  in  their  daily  lives.  Since  the  late  I950's,  the  numbers 
of  farmers  in  New  England  drastically  declined,  therefore  their  visibility  and  political  influence  also 
declined.  During  this  same  period  of  time,  large  areas  around  our  cities  were  becoming  urbanized, 
creating  many  opportunities  for,  and  demands  on,  a  different  segment  of  agriculture,  the  growing 
ornamental  horticulture  industry. 

You,  now  alumni  of  the  Stockbridge  School,  can  understand  me  when  I  say,  "it's  very  difficult  to 
measure  the  total  value  of  the  different  segments  of  agriculture  to  New  England  or  to  Massachusetts". 
1980  statistics  on  cash  receipts  from  agricultural  marketings  show  one  measure  of  value  to  New  England:

To  these  dollar  figures,  we  should  add  a  large  portion  of  the  taxes  paid  by  farmers,  landscape 
contractors,  arborists  and  the  many  other  businesses  that  serve  the  agricultural  industry.  We  should  also 
add  some  dollars  as  a  measure  of  agricultures  social  and  aesthetic  values. 

Believe  me,  there  are  more  and  more  people  who  are  beginning  to  appreciate  the  social  and  aesthetic 
values  of  agriculture  such  as:  I)  the  tourism/hospitality  industry  which  is  now  worried  about  the  loss  of 
farmers  who  traditionally  have  provided  picturesque  New  England  farm  scenes  and  have  kept  much  of  our 
land  cleared)  2)  urban  dwellers  who  need  trees,  shrubs  and  flowers  for  peace  of  mind  and  for  beauty?  3) 
and  beautiful  parks,  recreational  areas,  and  golf  courses  where  social  stress  can  be  vented  in  a  positive 
way.  How  many  dollars  would  you  assign  to  these  values?  I'm  sure  it  would  be  substantial! 

If  you  are  ever  asked,  "is  agriculture  valuable  to  New  England"?  I  hope  that  you  will  respond  similar  to 
the  way  I  do.  My  response  is:  "You  bet  your  good  life  it  is"!

We  will  take  from 
Amherst,  Massachusetts,  many  fond  memories. 
Memories  of  our  first  vehicle,  or  borrowing  a 
friend's,  we'll  remember  rooms  411  and  607,  and  we'll 
think  about  losing  the  knowledge,  must  now  be  put 
to  use  as  we  look  down  the  road  to  1994.  But  this 
time  we  realize  that  a  new  decade  is  not  that  far 
away.  And  as  it  approaches,  so  will  many  changes. 
Changes  that  will  lead  us  in  many  different 
directions.  Changes  that  will  put  a  great  deal  of 
stress  on  agriculture.  But  regardless  of  it  all,  one 
thing  will  never  change  ...  we  have  all  had  "The 
Stockbridge  Experience."
